T h e speed of locomotives has also 
been increased in the same proportion 
as other modes of conveyance. 
A t 
one time the distance 
between San 
Francisco and Boston required 
nearly 
eight days to accomplish it and now 
the same ground can be gone over in 


five days and the work not pushed to 
any great extent. 
In only requires an 
average speed of about thirty-five miles 
an hour to accomplish the latter trip in 
the latter time. 
There are stops to 
be make up and quite often a speed of 


sixty miles an hour is shown when the 
watch is consulted. 


Perhaps the greatest 
evolution has 
been arrived at where man power alone 


is used when traveling on the modern 
improved 
bicycle. 
By degrees this 
engine of locomotion, this method of 
annihilating 
space, has equaled the 
performance of steam engines. 
While 
man has been able to manufacture this 
kind of a vehicle which he can propel 


by his own power long distances in u 


very short time, he is now bringing to 
his aid electric power, which within a 


very few years he has been 
successful 
in harnessing. 


On the land this evolution from slow 
to rapid transit has caused 
many im­ 
provements, not only in the fine me- 
chaniral work but has also shown the 
necessity of having good roads for the 
caniages to move over. 
A t the pres­ 
ent writing this latter matter is coming 
forward very fast, particularly because 
the swift going carriages have made it 


so necessary. 
What seems now nearly 
perfection will in a few years be rele­ 
gated to the.rear on account of the 
improvements which are daily being 
made and in the newly 
discovered 
methods of obtaining power for propul­ 
sion at a comparatively cheap rate. 


France has taken the lead of other 
countries in the manufacture and in­ 
troduction to the public of motor-car 
riages oil being the raw material Iron, 
which the power is derived. 
Experi 
ments are constantly 
being made in 
the use of electricity for the same pur 
pose. 
Every day there is some new 
improvement announced and the time 


will not be long when the aggregate 


will come before the world in appar­ 
ently a moment. 


With good roads made for the con­ 
venience o f these 
independent 
car­ 
riages we may soon expect to see the 
use of our now much vaunted railroads 
become almost, if not quite, useless; 


for some time they will be needed for 
the carrying of heavy weights, how­ 
ever. 
But for passenger traffic the 
independent carriage will surely come 
into general use. It will be an every 
day affair ere many years when a man 
can take his own motor to which is 
attached an eating, sleeping :md draw­ 


ing room car, and go with his family 
from one end o( the United Slates to 
the other, taking in his fuel and pro 
visions at way stations. 
He will be 
able to go just as far in a day or night 
as may be necessary, and then stop 
his train until it may suit his conveni­ 
ence to go ahead. 


These are the jolly times in prospect 
and the young men and women who 
have just arrived at the age of majority 
and live the average age of men, will 
see and enjoy it. 
Then they will look 
backward and think what silu<$fns the 
people of the present age were.

"Nobody was ever bitten by a rattle­ 
snake, and nobody ever will be," said a 
man who has studied them. 
"And the 
reason is tbe best that con Id possibly be. 
A rattlesnake can't bite. It isn't likely 
that any creatnre that lives and is pro­ 
vided with teeth and jaws has less pow­ 
er of biting. 
The snake's jaws are not 
hinged. They are attached to each other 
by an elastic cartilage. Thus the snake 
has no leverage whatever in closing one 
jaw against the other, and if it attempt­ 
ed to inflict injury by biting it couldn't 
so much as pierce the skin. The faugs 
of a rattlesnake are driven into the 
flesh by a Htroke, not a bite, as is well 
shown by the fact that punctures are 
made only by the armament of the up­ 
per jaw. 
The lower jaw has nothing to 
do with the act. A man striking a boat 
hook into a log is an exact representa­ 
tion of the maimer in which (he rattle­ 
snake bites. So whenever any one tells 
jron about some one else being bitten by 
a ntttleariaie bet him it isn't so. You'll 
win. 
It is an impossibility for a rattle­ 
snake to bite. 


"But although the rattlesnake can't 
bite, if you're fooling around in a coun­ 
try where he is spending the summer, 
you want to keep your eye peeled. And 
there is one partionlar thing yon don't 
want to forget. 
It is a common and 
widespread fallacy that a rattlesnake is 
entirely harmless no long au he is u u - 
ooiled. I believed that once and found 
out by a startling personal experience 
that it wasn't so. 
It is true that when 
a rattlesnake is stretched at full length, 
with the musoles extended to the utmost, 
he oould not strike au inch forward, 
but from that position he can strike 
backward his full length 
and with 
lightninglike velocity. 
One day I drop­ 
ped a big Btone ou the head of a big 
rattler that lay in this position, crush­ 
ing the head, the stonn lying partly on _ 
the head. 
After gazing for some time 
1 E 
at the quivering reptile so suddenly ^ 
taken from life, I stooped down to re­ 
move his rattles. 
I had no sooner 
touched his tail than his mutilated head 
flew back, and 
almost grazing my 
onook struok the sleevo of my coat just 
below the shoulder, where both fangs 
were buried, pulling out of the jaw and 
remaining in the sleeve as the snake 
fell back to the ground. 
They had not 
missed my oheek by more than "a hair's 
1 ^ 
breadth. 
With precaution I have made o 
that test of a rattlesnake's capacity of 
striking in that way many times since 
then, and the snake always struck. The 
instinct is so strong in this reptile that 
I have known a rattler two hours after 
its head was severed from its body to 
strike back fiercely with its bleeding 
stump the instant its tail was touched. 


"But the typical position of the rat­ 
tlesnake when intent ou deadly assault 
is the ooiL This is not always a sym­ 
metrical spiral, but the body is massed 
in more or less regular folds, tbe mus­ 
oles are contracted, and the reptile is 
literally an animate set spring. From 
this position the rattler can spring from 
one-half to two-thirds of bis length. 
Before the stroke the mouth is opened 
wide, the fangs falling down from their 
sockets in the upper jaw and standing 
firmly in their position. The head is 
thrust forward, the half coils below it 
being straightened out to lengthen the 
neck and to give power to the strike. 
There is no preliminary motion. 
The 
stab is made with abrupt swiftness that 
defies escape of the victim. There is but 
one strike. 
The snake passes back into 
its ooil again with the same swiftness 
that it threw itself out. 
As the fangs 
enter the flesh the venom is injected. If 
the thing struok at is beyond the rat­ 
tler's reach, the snake has the power of 
squirting its venom in jets, which it 
can do to a distance of four feet or more. 


"Sometimes a rattlesnake loses its '. 
fangs in the flesh of the object it strikes, ; 
but that does only temporary damage 
1 
to its deadly armory. 
There are plenty , 
of inoipient fangs lying in the jaw, only , 
waiting for a change like that to oome 
forward and be in line for business. j 
They grow very fast, and in the course j 
of two or three days a rattlesnake that i 
has lost its fangs is refitted with a j 
brand new pair. 
This is a good thing 
to remember, for it is the popular be- j 
lief that a rattler is made harmless by 
extracting its venom fangs. 
The only 
way to render one of these rep&leo 
harmless, besides killing it, is to apply 
redhot iron to the cavities left by the 
f^ngs. This will destroy all the vitality 
of these dangerous parts, and new fangs 
will not oome in. 


"The rattlesnake never pursues his 
prey; he waits. He will not go out of 
his way to attack anything. He will in­ 
variably keep on his course^ if not cor­ 
nered or teased. 
You may step within 
four inches of a rattlesnake and will 
not be disturbed by it if you keep right 
on your way. If you stop, the snake at 
once will take it for a challenge and 
hit you only too quick. It is said, as if 
by authority, that the'rattlesnake never 
sounds his rattle until be has ooiled. If 
that is so, rattlesnakes that I have seen 
must have been freaks, for they have 
rattled when lying at full length and 
even when moving, as well as in their 
oolla. The rattler, when traveling, will 
cross lakes and streams, and he swims 
with his bead and his rattles raised 
well above the water. 
The force with 
whjoh a rattlesnake can strike is such 
that I onoe teased one into striking at a 
pieoe of belting at least a quarter of an 
inch thick, and he sent his fangs dear 
through it"—New York Sun.
